With the American Army In Franco,

just been captured on the American 
front. 
The wounded German was carried 


in by Lieut. Joseph L. Canby of 4S21 
Ellis avenue, Chicago, one of the men 
decorated for bravery by Premier Cle- 
menceau on Sunday last. 


"I heard the German groaning out 


beyond our barbed wire, so two of us 
went out to find him," said Canby. 
"There was another German out there 
who was running and who showed 
fight. We fired at him and lie drop- 
ped. Then I got the wounded man on 
my back and crawled back through 
oiir entanglements. 
He was a big, 


h£nvy fellow, but- I got him in all 
right'."War Cross Is Concealed. 


Canby was surprised when asked 


w_y he'liad risked"his life to bring the 
German into the American trendies. 


"Oh, 
we needed prisoners," he ex- 


claimed. 
As Canby talked lie was wearing bis 


war cross."but it was modestly hidden 
underneath his raincoat. 


An automatic pistol of Spanish man- 


ufacture was found on the captive. 


An American army chaplain called 


upon the prisoner in the hospital and 
talked with him. When the German 
revealed the warnings that bad been 
served upon him by his officers, he 
was asked if he believed such rubbish. 
The Prussian 
was nonplussed and 


mumbled that he did not know. He 
was plainly fearful, however, for be 
furtively eyed everyone that entered 
the ward, where he was the sole pa- 
tient. It was not a ease of solitary 
confinement, as it is a large room con- 
taining 20 cots, and nn orderly is al- 
ways present. 
The prisoner's wounded leg was sus- 


pended from a pulley appliance to per- 
mit the wound to drain cleanly and he 
was .treated with every kindness.

THREATEN BIG MILK STRIKE 


Dairy Farmers of Wisconsin and 
Illi- 


nois Protest Against New 


Price. 


Chicago, March 9.—Chicago faces 


another milk strike on the part of the 
dairy farmers of northern Illinois and 
southern Wisconsin which threatens 
to produce a milk famine more serious 
tUan any suffered for several years. 
All of 'the manufacturing plants in 
northern Illinois posted notice^ to the 
producers that the price for milk dur- 
ing March will be ?2.83 per hundred 
pounds. This Is the price agreed upon 
several weeks ago by the milk commis- 
sion of the food administration, and 
later overruled by Herbert noover 
when a price of ?3.10 was fixed. The 
milk distributors contend that the price 
of $3.10 wns fixed for milk for the ex- 
clusive purpose of bottling for Chicago 
consumption and that the $2.83 price 
still stands for milk for canning and 
condensing purposes.' W. .T. Kittle, sec- 
retary of the Milk Producers' associa- 
tion, ' declared that the Illinois and 
Wisconsin milk price edict was n part 
of a general national revolt of con- 
densed milk companies against the fix- 
ing of milk prices. Because of the -de- 
creased tonnage at the seaboard and 
the impossibility of shipping milk out 
of the country, it Is contended, an over- 
supply has piled up. The wires were 
overloaded with burning protests to 
Mr. Hoover all day, after the notices 
began going up. The farmers are In- 
censed, declaring that they have been 
'double-crossed" a second tiim.-.

for eradicating tuberculosis in cattle, 
was defeated by a narrow majority in 
the house, but it will be carried in 
the bill when It finally passes, us well 
us several other amendments which 
are intended to help thu farmers in 
eradicating stock diseases, and also 
•to limit as fur as possible tho destruc- 
tion of crops by pests. 


Tho senate Is a. curious sort of a 


body. 
It chose Senator Smith of 


South Carolina as chairman of the In- 
terstate commerce committee. 
Sena- 


-tor Smith reported the railroad bill 
and spent an afternoon explaining Its 
provisions, and it was almost Impos- 
sible to maintain even the semblance 
of u quorum In the senate to listen to 
him. 
There were several roll calls, 


'•but as soon as ix senator answorad to 
his mi mi; ho disappeared, and Sena- 
tor Smith for the most part talked to 
a half a dozen senators and 90 empty 


' seats. 
He explained that the bill in- 


volve,! something HUe twenty billions, 
•but that made no .Impression ; in fact, 
.as soon as a senator or representative 
tu'jjlus to talk about billions Interest 
seems to wane. 
i , The agricultural department Is en- 
gaged In establishing a number of 
training camps for Pann labor. There 
will be Instructors at these camps, nnd 
•It Is expected that yoims men and 
boys who desire to do something use- 
ful (luring the suimuor and fall will 
bo given an opportunity to learn- the 
rudiments of farming and given such

U is believed-by the officials of 


tho department having this matter in 
charge, that there are ninny young 
men who will be glad to take up a 
course of Instruction of this kind, nnd 
who will also be willing to volunteer 
rhelr services: on the farms where help 
will be so much needed. In this way 
they can do their bit towards winning 
the war. . 


Men Mibjoet to service in tho United 


States army under the selective draft 
system are going tn be utilized to the 
best advantage, whether with guns In 
their hands or as artisans making sup- 
plies and forming a necessary second 
line oC national defense. The provost 
marshal's oflico is now engaged in the 
Cigantlc task of elnsstfylnji 10.000,000 
men as to'their occupations and the 
work they can best do to help the 
government at this time. 
The flrst- 


class men are fighting men, and al- 
ready a large number have been called 
to the colors. 
Then there are other 


classifications, as to trades and oc- 
cupations, and It Is the intention of 
the provost marshal to use these men 
where they can do the most good. Ma- 
chinists, mechanics, motor-men, lum- 
bermen and In fact nearly every trade 
can be utilized as a part of the Na- 
tional army. 


Those selected men who arc not 


sent to the training camps to become 
fighting soldiers will be soldiers of an-

There 
may bo Republicans who will oppose 
certain features of the legislation, and 
there are sure to bo Democrats whose 
consclentfnus scruples as to the consti- 
tution will not allow them to vote for 
all that the president wants, but the 
majority in both houses of. congress, 
made up of both Democrats and Re- 
publicans, will support the president 
In legislation for wnr purposes.

It saves walking to 
and fro to gather this thing and that 
to prepare the food. And every, kitch- 
en should have a stool of the right 
height to enable the worker to sit at 
her work at the cabinet. The home- 
made cabinet shown in the illustration 
is sanitary, convenient, and attractive. 
It is especially suitable and compact 
for kitchens in which cabinet space is 
limited. 


A home-made cabinet can be built

The upper part of the cabinet, con- 


sists of a closed compartment, three 
drawers, three open shelves, knife 
rack, and row of screw hooks for 
banging utensils. The closed compart- 
ment is for package goods and large 
utensils. The drawers are for kitch- 
en linen, nnd other things needed In 
daily use. 
The lower shelf is 5 inches 


in depth, while the upper shelves are 
7% inches. On these shelves are kept 
coffee, tea, sugar, and spice jars. Three 
Inches below the lower shelf is a strip 
1% inches wide which holds the screw 
hooks. The knife ruck is made by 
sawing slashes 1 inch deep In a piece 
of material 2 Inches wide. 


The cabinet Is finished with two 


coats of white paint and one aoat of 
white enamel. It can be easily kept 
clean and sanitary. Metal or wooden 
handles may be used.

Clean the hog heads thoroughly, re- 


moving the eyes and ear tubes. Split 
the head'lengthwise and remove the 
teeth and the soft bones in and near 
the nasal cavities. Place the hog heads 
and other meat-into a large kettle or 
caldron with a liberal quantity of wa- 
ter and cook until the meat falls off 
the bones. Remove all of the meat 
and soft tissues from the bones and 
chop the meat by passing it through 
a meat grinder. 
Strain the cooking 


liquid to remove any small pieces of 
bone. Place the liquid back into the 
kettle. Heat to boiling point, at which 
time slowly add the meal and flour, 
and stir constantly to prevent the meal 
from forming Into lumps and also to 
avoid scorching. Boil and stir until 
the mass becomes thick, and then add 
the salt, spices, and chopped meat. 
Boll ten minutes, and while still hot, 
pour the product Into deep wet molds 
—bread pans will do- 
Pour two to 


four Targe spoonfuls .of melted lard 
over the product in the pans. As soon 
as the product has cooled It is ready 
for use. 
The usual way of serving scrapple 


Is to cut it Into slices about one-half 
inch thick, dust the slices with flour or 
cracker dust; .or dry cornmeal, and 
fry until the outside is somewhat crisp.

New York.—The persistence shown 


by France in'the dressmaking houses 
in continuing a certain trick for sev- 
eral years, deserves more attention 
than 'is usually accredited it, writes 
Aime Rittenhouse.. 


A study of the obstinate way in 


which Paris designers have hold on 
to a thing they liked might go far 
toward convincing- a vast number of 
the critics of women's apparel that 
fashions are not as flighty as they 
seem. 
The weather vane turns, it is 


true, but it swirls back into the same 
quarter so frequently that at times 
there is a feeling that it changes little. 


The A'merican shops, it is claimed, 


constantly convince their patrons that 
an old gown must be replaced by a 
cew one by showing a revolution in 
silhouette. 


We have millions of women to 


dress, where France has thousands, 
and we have a population that is quite 
'capable of indulging in its desire for 
new clothes from Hie rim of. the arc- 
tic circle to a line above the tropics. 


It is a well-known fact that the 


American buyers who go to Paris to 
get new clothes often refuse lovely 
gowns if they bear n close kinship to 
those that were sold the year before. 
They wave such frocks awny with the 
remark that American women must 
have novelty. 
j 


This act has always depressed the 


designers 
in Paris, who care for 


beauty and detail rather than for 
startling changes, and it is the French 
designers who say that they rack 
their brains for eccentricities to give 
to America far moro than they would 
if their clientele were only Kome, 
Paris and London. 


It is this underlying trait in the 


French dressmakers that gives them 
the desire to persist In a certain line 
—which is coming back to the orig- 
inal discussion. 


Now the .Zouave Skirt. 


This line happens to be, at the pres- 


ent moment, that tucked-in effect 'at 
the hern of the skirt, which is sugges- 
tive of the trousers, of the Algerian 
troops.

If you are concerned now with the 


selection of an incubator, you have the 
choice of many reliable makes. Since 
It is not advisable to recommend uny 
particular machine, you would best 
study the types nnd decide for your- 
self. Wherever possible it is well lo 
select an Incubator which has fe-lvcn 
satisfaction in your locality, so that 
you may Ret the benefit of the experi- 
ence of other operators ueiir by. Some 
machines have become popular in cer- 
tain sections of the country because 
they were advertised extensively in 
that section rather than because of 
adaptability to tho climatic conditions. 


Don't Buy Cheap Machine. 


Cheap machines are less reliable, re- 


quire more attention and wear out 
much quicker than higher-priced incu- 
bators. 
As the value of the machine IK 


small compared to the value of the 
eggs used during the normal life of the 
incubator, it Is poor economy to pur- 
chase a machine that Is not reliable. 


The 
details of construction nud 


equipment of most Incubators are KO 
subject to change that It Is Impossible 
to state definitely the host kind of 
lamps, brackets, regulators and other 
equipment for the different Incubators. 
The lamp should hifvc a bowl largo 
enough,to hold sufficient oil to burn ut 
least 'M hours under average weather 
conditions; it should be easy to remove 
uud replace and set absolutely tight in 
position. The Incubator should be set 
so that the lump Is ut u convenient 
height and the egg tray convenient to 
handle. 


Size of Machine to Get. 


The best size of an incubator to buy 


depends upon circumstances. It-takes 


HOW TO HELP INCUBATOR. 


Follow the manufacturer's di- 


rections in setting up and oper- 
ating an Incubator. 


See that the incubator is run- 


ning steadily at the desired tem- 
perature before fllling with eggs. 
Do not add fresh eggs to a tray 
containing egts which are under- 
going incubation. 


Turn the etgs twice daily af- 


ter the second and until tho 
nineteenth duy. Cool the eggs 
once daily, according to 
the 


weather, from the- seventh to the 
nineteenth day. 


Turn the eggs beforo caring 


for the lamps. 


Attend to the machine careful- 


ly at regular hours. 


Keep the lamp nnd wick clean. 
Test the eggs on tho seventh 


and fourteenth days. 


Do not open the machine after 


the eighteenth 
day until the 


chickens are hatched. 


about as much time to care for a 60 
as It does for a 300-egg machine, so 
that It Is generally advisable to get one 
of at least 150-egg capacity, although 
special conditions often exist which 
make smaller machines valuable. A 
small machine Is often used In con- 
nection with a larger one, placing all 
the eggs In the large machine .after the 
first or second test. Incubators of 
from 300 to 400-egg capacity are gen- 
erally used on those large farms which 
use Individual lamp Incubators. Many 
poultrymen believe that it pays to have 
an incubator capacity large enough to

bling, basket-making, tlnsmlthlng, machine work,

but what the Red Cross wants above all to

Miss Harper is a former student at the Univer- 


sity of Chicago, who hns been associated with the 
Children's Aid society and with n night club for 
boys and girls In Boston; who has taught book- 
binding In Haverhlll, Mass.; who has served with 
the Massachusetts 
Infant asylum—and who first 


came lo dcnl with cripples In helping Dr. Ulchiird 
Cabot organize the King's Chapel bureau for the 
handicapped at the Massachusetts General hos- 
pital. There at Boston she set a group of cripples 
lo work making children's clothes; their product 
was sold from coast to const, and at good prices, 
Tho work paid (he workers commercially, as well 
as helping lo restore their status as Independent-, 
self-respecting and respected citizens, 


The chief of the bureau of re-education Is a 


woman, and a feminine woman. 
I think It would 


seem to tho iinle.bnllnm American mildly diverting 
If he could cast his eye. over Ihe list of equipment 
for the UJ>(! Cross farm of re-education which, at 
this point of our t a l k , Miss Grace; Harper permit- 
ted me to see: (ruefors! plows! harrows! extir-

"some mutiles are promptly In a position to earn 
good wages In munition works at wages which 
they will lind It hard to equal once normal condi- 
tions are restored by the return to peace.

must, therefore, walk rather carefully, II! we are 
Interested In the return to peace conditions, arid 
In what ballpens to the rnntiles In the readjust- 
ment. 
Whar. Interests us Is Miaf. (iu per cent of 


farm laborers Included In the list of mutiles—and 
we must reach them, or at. least some of them, 
promptly. We must get these m,en started on the 
roud Unit leads to tho land while, they are still 
under psyoothernpeutlc or surgical cure. For that 
reason, If for no other, (.ho Ked Cross must com- 
bine its agricultural re-education with Its surgical 
enterprises. This training for the. future must be- 
gin during convalescence—that Is, before discharge 
from the army Is granted. 


"Do not t h i n k (hat the American Tied Cross, In 


Its plait for specializing upon agricultural re-edu- 
cation, disparages or undervalues (he line work of 
the re-educational institutions which have preced- 
ed It In the field. 'Hut it cannot overlook the fact 
that Franco Is an agricultural nation and (hut, 
after the war, almost all (fie world will, for a time, 
be sohiewhere near the edge of hunger. Did you

"The commission charged to study for the radi- 


cal party congress the economic reorganisation of 
Franco has adopted the following conclusions," the 
article begins.

agricultural production. , . . Henceforth the ut- 
most possible quantity of labor should be provided 
to agriculture by the mobilization on the land of 
the older mililany classes arid of agricultural spe- 
cialists. . .

nnd use of agricultural machinery—especially trac- 
tors. . . 
Scientific agricultural stations should 


be created In the principal regions of France, 
linking the one to the other by means of a central 
station at Paris." 


"That is a politician's document, and you have 


not read all of It," concluded Miss Harper, as she 
took back the newspaper clipping; "hut the prin- 
ciple Is there, and It Is justly enough expressed. 
Here Is another newspaper article.

Thery, writing In Le Matin of Paris, concludes uu 
article on 'Oui1 Agricultural Production' with the 
words: 


"The Indispensable agricultural policy for us to 


pursue from now on has been perfectly defined by 
the order of the day unanimously voted by the 
chamber of deputies at its sitting of October 11, 
and It can bo summed up In two clauses: mobiliza- 
tion of agricultural labor, mobilization of chemical 
fertilizers.' "

April 1, 1918, Is tho final day al- 


lowed under tho federal Income- tux 
law for the tiling of federal -Income 
tns returns. 1'er.vnis who nro requir- 
ed to file returns under the provisions 
of law and who full to got their re- 
turns In on time are subject to se- 
vere penalties, us follows: 


For making false or fraudulent re- 


turn, not exceeding $2,000 or not ex- 
ceeding one year's Imprisonment, or 
both, In the discretion of thu court, 
und, In addition, 100 per cent, of tho 
tax cvudod. 


For falling to make return on tlmo, 


not less than $20 nor more than $1,- 
000, and, In addition, 50 per cent, of 
the amount of tux due. 


If on account of Illness or absence 


from home you are unable to render 
your return within the tlmo prescribed 
by law you may obtain an extension 
of BO days If a request therefor Is tiled 
with the collector of your district be- 
fore the due date of tho return.

this request you must state tho rea- 
son why the return cannot bo Hied 
within the time prescribed by law. 


Collectors of Internal revenue nro

the problem Is such a bis; one, and because 'our 
own country. Coo, must realize stiiuclhliijr of the 
problem we are all up aiiainst, and llie support 
that must bo jciven to the American Ked Cross If 
we are either to he of much help to Kranco or to 
ourselves In this business of making men out of 
war's wastage. Hut I want yon to renlixe that the 
tied Cross did not come to Krance just to study. 


"t. for one. hav<; been in Paris since March, 1917, 


nnd have visited practically every largo center of 
n-educatlonal work in France, and some of the 
small ones: not all. by any means, for nominally 
there aro 10:1 of them. 
The Jti-il Cross continues 


to study the new developments, tin; new demands 
In Ihe Held of re-education, for when the Ame.ri- 
cnn army has Its full share of casualties the Rod 
Cross, whose first task is to hack up that nrrny. 
must benefit by It'reueh and 
ISrltlsli experience. 


Hut our real program for belplnjt In France has 
uow advanced beyond the staj.ce (if study. 


"A superllclal examination of our 
tietd shows 


this: Tin: training already provided in France is 
Industrial 
trulnliuc. or 
the 
preparation of 
ells- 


charged soldiers for such jobs as slenoicrnphy, 


bookkeeping, school teaching, etc:—sit-down work. 
And yet it is u fact Hint from 65 to 75 per cent of 
the French mutlles nowadays were, before the 
war, farmers or farm laborers. Not all of these 
men should undertake, or n.vc physlcully and men- 
t a l l y fitted to undertake, Industrial or city jobs. 
Moreover, everyone knows that the first great 
world peace problem will be the challenge 'of a 
food shortage. Obviously, as many nuitiles as pos- 
^il,!,.—France's today, America's tomorrow—must 
go back to tho laud. So It is the plan of the Amer- 
ican tied Cross to help France In placing some of 
them thorn and, later on, to help America in the 
same way." 


I ventured to point out to Miss Harper that re- 


ports show there are 81 agricultural centers in 
operation In France, but Miss Harper was in- 
clined to shake her head. She would not quarrel 
with my figures, but with the impression they cre- 
ated. 


"No doubt," she said, "but you must remember 


that, judged by American standards, France is not 
yet in the 
forefront 
of scientific agriculture. 


.French economists, whose minds are now more 
than ever busy with the facts of food production, 
are exclaiming at the sad truth that Germany, 
with a less and inferior farming area, should, be- 
fore the war, have exceeded France in agricultural 
production. 


"Those thirty-one agricultural centers of re-edu- 


cation you speak of have opened their doors for 
mutiles, but they lack necessary equipment,- nnd 
trie canny inutile looks In and, too often, passes, 
on. 
Sma'll wonder, especially if you1 reflect'upon 


his eagerness to get home, to be free of discipline 


I hat is Irksome because it is (afte'r three years and 
a half of war) still discipline. 


"France Is teaching her mutiles small trades, cob- 


bling, brisket-making, tinsmithing, machine work, 
etc.. but. what the Ited Cross wants above nil to 
do is to co-operate In tiie agricultural! movement. 
We who are world-famous for our agricultural ma- 
chinery must provide motor tractors and other me- 
chanical equipment for the schools of re-education. 
Also, we must give expert Instruction In the rais- 
ing of live stock, poultry, rabbits, bees. .We must 
go in for training in horticulture. When the spring 
of 1918 has come, we should be in a position to 
show you our agriculture center In full blast, fill- 
ing n part, at least, of the great need I have men- 
tioned. And that farm of about 500 acres will be 
siuniied in one of the richest farming areas of 
France, very close to one of the great psychothera- 
' penile centers. That is all I can very well tell 
you iiow. 


"Of course, that one farm will not solve the 


whole problem of the war imttile. At least, it will 
fit all times take care of 200 mutiles. It will have 
been leased for three years. Dairies, sheds, cow- 
barns, sheepootes. pig-sties, it forge, machine shop, 
carpentry shop—all these things figure in our cal- 
culations. 
By spring, work of construction and 


repair will have been accomplished, quarters for 
mun put up and some of the work will have been 
contributed by the mutiles themselves. It Is not 
only more economical, it Is better so. And they 
will get two francs a day wage—these mutiles; 
five francs a day when they are themselves in- 
structors." 


Miss Harper is a former student at the -Univer- 


sity of Chicago, who has been associated with the 
Children's Aid society and with a night club for 
boys and girls in Boston; who has taught book- 
binding in Haverhill, Mass.; who has served \vitn 
the Massachusetts Infant asylum— and who nrst 
came to deal with cripples in helping Dr. Richard 
Cabot organize the King's Chapel bureau for the 
handicapped at the Massachusetts 
General hos- 


pital 
There at Boston she set a group of cripples 


to work making children's clothes; their product 
was sold from coast to coast and at good prices. 
The work paid the workers commercially, as well 
as .helping to restore their status as independent, 
self-respecting and respected citizens. 


The chief of the bureau of re-education is a 


woman, and a feminine woman. I think it would 
seem to Hie antebellum American mildly diverting 
If he could cast his eye. over the list of equipment 


' for the 116(1 Cross farm of re-education which, at 
this point of our talk. Miss Grace Harper permit- 
ted me to see :• tractors ! plows I harrows ! extir- 
pators and Canadians (whatever "Canadians" are 
—she told me— but I don't remember) ; rollers, 
drills, manure distributors, horse hose, mowing 
machinery— and I don't know how many machines 
more— 0 horses, 15 cows, 1 bull. 100 sheep, 20 pigs, 
15 chicken pens (comprising 1 rooster and 6 hens 
each), 0 incubators (210 eggs each), etc. 


"Under war conditions," Miss Harper resumed, 


"some mutiles are promptly in a position to earn 
good wages in munition works at wages which 
they will find it hard to equal once normal condi- 
tions are restored by the return to- peace. 
We 


must, therefore, walk rather carefully, if we are 
interested in the return to peace conditions, and 
In what happens to the mutiles in the readjust- 
ment. 
What interests us is that 65 per cent of 


farm laborers included in the list of mutiles— and 
we inust reach them, or at. least some of them. 
promptly. We must get these men started on the 
road that leads to the land while they are still 
under psycotherapentlc or surgical care. For- that 
reason, if for no other, the Red Cross must com- 
bine it's agricultural re-education with Its surgical 
enterprises. This training for the future must be- 
gin during. convalescence— that is, before discharge 
from the army Is granted. 
"Do not think that the American Red Cross, in 


Its plan for specializing upon agricultural re-edu- 
cation, disparages or undervalues the fine work of 
the re-educational institutions which have preced- 
ed It in the field. But it cannot overlook the fact 
that France is an agricultural nation and that. 
after the war, almost all trie world will, for a time. 
be somewhere near the edge of hunger. Did you 
see this last evening's Evenement?" concluded Miss 
Harper, handing me a clipping. 
^ 


1 had not, but I read it. 
"The commission charged to study for the radi- 


cal party congress the economic reorganization of 
France has adopted the following conclusions," the 
article begins. 
"It is by agriculture that France can, and must 


renew itself, for this is the base and source ,of^ 
life.

"Too much encouragement cannot be given to^ 


agricultural production. . . .Henceforth the ut- 
most possible quantity of labor should be provided 
to agriculture by the mobilization on the land of 
the older military classes and of agricultural spe- 
cialists. . .

"The state should encourage the construction 


and use of agricultural machinery— especially trac- 
tors . . 
Scientific agricultural stations should 


be created in the , principal regions of France, 
linking the one. to the other by means of a central 
station at Paris." 
"That is a politician's document, and you have 


not read all of.lt," concluded Miss Harper, as she 
took back the newspaper clipping; "but the prin- 
ciple is there, and it is 'justly enough expressed.

Sport Retain Natural Vigor 


Professor Young of Cornell 
Blames 


" Spontaneous Exertion for Bad Re- 


sults—Length of Race Given 


as Objectionable. 


The records in the department of 


physical culture at Cornell university 
do not show that any of the oarsmen 
who have rowed in Courtney's crews 
have ever suffered from heart trouble 
brought on by rowing. la fact. Prof. 
Charles V. P. Young, head of the phys- 
ical department, asserts that the Cor- 
nell oarsmen, physically, are the best 
type of men developed. He says that 
enlargement of the heart caused by 
athletics is not itself a danger and 
does not .think that the contention that 
rowing injures the heart is sound. 


Danger From Rowing. 


In refutation Mr. Young presents the 
follo.wing argument: 


"The danger from rowing, as from 


most other strenuous forms of activ- 


! ity, corues from the improper prepara- 


j tion and too sudden discontinuance of 


active exercise. From my observation 
of its effects'upon Cornell oarsmen I 
should say that physically they are the 
best type of men turned out and the 
statistics which are available, if they 
be desired, corroborate this statement.
